found willing to dovoto to tho ob- 
ject. Tho financial condition of tho 
country will bo among tho first things 
discussed. It in diffiouH to imagino 
•what plan will bo submitted lor extri- 
cating tho colony from its difficulties. 
Some official mombors of the Counoil 
suggest an increased tariff; others 
direct taxation. Tho Govornor pro. 
poees a now loan, with an Imperial 
guarantee. Tho taxpayers domu< ihe 
inauguration of a system of economy by 
the reduction of tho Governor's over- 
grown salary by at least Si 0,000 ; tho 
discharge of every unnocossary official ; 
tho consolidation of tho Judicial, 
Lands and Works, Kegistry, Gaol and 
Postal ostablishmonie ; tho snbstitu-« 
tion of Justices of tho Peaco for StL 
, % . .peodiury Maoist ratoa in tho least i mi- 
port'anc districts, aricf iho removul oi 
tho capital to Victoria. Those econo- 
mies would savo tho oolony an expen- 
diture of at least $150,000 per annum, 
and enablo it to go home noxt fall for 
a loan with BOnio chanoe of success. 
So long aa the outgo of a colony 
exceeds its incomo, thero is little hope 
that eithor English capitalists or tho 
Imperial Government will bo found 
willing to advance money except upon 
substantial security. Wo nro not 
awaro what answor the Homo Gov~ 
ernmont has returned to tho plaintive 
appeals of the Executive for more 
money; but wo should not bo sur- 
prised to learn that ho has boon 
instructed to reduco tho cost of 
his establishment to a figure con* 
aistent with tho revenue. Tbe im- 
portant question of Confodoration 
must, perforce, como before tho Coun- 
cil : and wo shall know whother his 
Excellency has fulfilled his solemn 
pledgo to lay tho resolution of last 
year before tho Canadian Government. 
The Capital question will, doubtloss, 
be brought up in tho Bhapo of an in- 
quiry.

New York, Feb. 22 -The Herald's Wash- 
ington correspondent had an interview with 
President Johnson last night relative to the 
removal ol Secretary Stanton. Tbe corres- 
pondent remarked that the country was Bur» 
prised at his action, 

Tho President sailed and inquired, 'Well, 
what do the peoplo fay ? 1 suppose ibey are 
surpiiaed, but I hove dona only what I had 
dotermincd on Ioor ago.' 

Tho correspondent said ; 'The removal 
then is not in pursuance of a recent deter- 
mination on your part, Mr Proaident V 

Tho President — Not at all, sir; tho people 
seem to have mistaken my course ultofrodiar 
in this mailer. I never had hut ono deter- 
mination on this subject, but I have aotod 
oarefnlly, prudently unci moderalely. Per- 
haps 1 have been too nlow about removing 
Slant d, but not beoauso I feared tiif bur,- 
bpar ot impeachment, or that I leurL-d any 
thing that Conyrees might do. Nothing 
that that body would Ho or attempt 
would intimidate or surprise ine. I know 
they ore capable of doing anything. I de- 
layed final action solely to lot the countrj 
seo and understand tho position of Slanton. 
Wo first intimated to him that we would like 
him io withdraw from our privy council. 
Mo did not take tho hint. We than requested 
him to resign. He refused. We then nun- 
ponded hi'" under tho constitutional power 
which wi » to suspond or remove a 
member <: * i 'jinot.

Sborman, duled 
Janoa y 18:h, Saying thai <lnn,.'<3raot ami' 
himself proposed to go to Stanton, and say 
that lor (hi good of tho service and country, 
he ought to resign. It would bo time enough 
to consider ulterior mailer?.] The Prcsidonl 
then continued; Alter waiting a reasonable 
time, wo thought prcper lo-day to order the 
removal of Stanton and app' int Gen. Thomas 
as Secretary of War ad interim. This is the 
whole story. 

Corrcspocdent — Was this step discussed 
in the Cabinet meeting? 

President— No, sir. not preoisely. Agon 1 , 
eral policy wus agreed upon s'Hiie lime »ko, 
and the lemoval lo-day is in accordanee 
therewith. I have just received a copy of 
l tie resolution adop'.ed by the Senate to-uighl 
in executivo session. 

The President here rend the resolution. 
Correspondent — What will iho Sonata do, 
Mr President, nndor lhat resolution, if you 
still insist upon having General Thomas act 
as Secretary ad inierieml 

President — I doo'leee that they can do any 
thing. The resolution itself is the end of 
the matter as far as the Senato is concerned, 
unless the House present articles of impeach* 
ment, and lha Senate undertakes to try thj 
Executive and tesolvo itself into a high 
court of impeachment.

That is an accomplished fac; any law pro- 
scribing a penalty for that act would be ex 
post facio, and therefore unconstitutional. 
How, thereforo, can Congress legally pass a 
bill of such a character? 

The correBpoodeot remarked that certain

Through every scene, 
where ho boldly but quietly crushes the vil- 
lain Hawksley, destroys his schemes, and 
finally sends him to jail, where bo overcomes 
the obstinate usurpation of Mrs Sternhold, 
and proves his aflection at last to his wife, 
required just the quiet dignity to givo true 
edect to this beautiful charaoter which Mr 
Clarke adoptod, and nothing more. Upon 
the whole, it was a pure, splendid piece of 
acting, and at onoe establishes Mr Clarke's 
ability, judgment nnd taste. Mr Anderson's 
Captain Hawkaaley was also exceedingly 
well represented. The cool effrontery, bold- 
ness and rage of the rake, swindler and dis- 
appointed duellist, were given with all the 
emotions necessary to each, while his atti- 
tude and look added genuineness to each of 
the passions as they swept along in rapid 
mastery of his heart. The acting of Mr An- 
derson on Wednesday proves what wo said 
of him on a previous occasion, that he has 
much of the genuine talent ol the real actor. 
His Captain Hawkesloy was infinitely better 
than his "Cousin Joe;" and we think still 
he ia oapable of even greater achievements 
than his Captain Hawksley, good as that is. 
Mr Keast, as Potter, the common-placu old 
man, covered himself with glory. As an 
ordinary thing, old men on tho stage aro very 
stale aflaira ; but Mr Keist, by somo means, 
managed to infuse an immense amount of 
interest in his Potter, and gained the appro- 
bation of the audience throughout. Mrs 
Fowlis also sustained her reputation as usual, 
looked more charmingly, and played more up 
to nature than we ever saw her before. Miss 
Yeoman also acquitted herself with great 
credit. By degrees conquering the natural 
and becoming diffidence of a young debutante 
her Sternhold on Wednesday givos much 
promise of final success, la some ol the 
scenes with Hawksley she both spoke and 
acted well, and was justly applauded. Both 
these ladies have one particular merit, tbat of 
being at all times well prepared. Tboy sel- 
dom or ever require the aid of tho prompter 
1 Still Waters' on this occasion passed off 

a wonderful performance for amateurs who 
have so little practice on tho stage, The 
concluding farce was ' Boots at the Swan.' 
We do not wish to appear fulsome in our 
praise, but wo nssnrt the farce was bb good 
as the comedy. The stars of tho after pioce 
were Messrs Gillon, Callingham, Br >wn, and 
Miss Aruminta de Deevor. Some think Mr 
Callingham overacted his Jacob E.irwig; but 
overacting, bo it understood, is just tho 
merit of such characters. Familiarity, and 
even impertinence, must be looked lor when 
we descond to a level with such people and 
mike them our companions for a timo, though 
it is for the accamplnhment of a specific 
purpose Mr C. acted both but overdid 
neither. In the requirements of low comedy 
we doubt very much if Mr Uallingham has 
his equal on tho Pacific coast. In tho estim- 
ation of nil present we believo the gem of the 
after-pieco, if not of the night, was Miss 
Ceci ia Moonshino. Everybody knows the 
impersonator of this glo.-ious pioce of femi> 
inity is a gentleman, but as be withholds 
Ilia name wo do not leol justified in making it 
public; otherwise wo should have plo isure in 
sending it abroad in connection with ono ol 
the moat finished and wonderful pieces of 
acting it was ever our good fortuno to seo. 
It kept the house in continual laughter and 
astonishment, nod called down than tiers ol 
applause. We hnvo no hnsitaiinn in eaying 
that Miss do Boovor'a ' Moonshino' would do 
credit to any of the best Londoi theatres. 
Miss Fawcoit looks so pretty that we hope 
to see her essay something more prominent 
than wo havo yet seen her nttempt, and we 
think she will succeed. We must not omit 
the orohcstral arrnngiimonts. They wore the 
host wo havo seen ia Victoria. To lovers ol 
muiio the performances of Gunihor wero a 
rich troat. We havo not hoard the oornot so 
well "playeu »incJ we la.sl board ihe hltriae 
Band at Plymouth, and ovory Englishman 
knows how it is played there. Mr Buiholl's 
original wbIIzjj, composod for tho oooaeion 
and dedicated to tho Club, wore, generally 
admired.

In pro- 
ducing (he float ina head, u large mirror 
placed at a certain angiu on luc stage, ioia 
glass has a hole in it through which n 
human head projects. Tho ruCli with whioh 
the neck is dressed covers tho holo close 
around the ohin. The false ceiling overhead 
is papered to match the sido walle, tbereforo 
it is evident that to the spectators the reflec- 
tion of tho wall above appears as though it 
was tho back ceiling in tho dislanoe. Thus 
the glass is not seen, and tho human head 
ifeivri to float in air. 

Row in a China Snor. — A sun of Nep- 
tune appeared at the Police Court yesterday, 
charged with assaulting a Chinaman nnd 
breaking the window of his shop. It ap- 
peared from the testimony and the statement 
of the acoused that Jack, being about half 
reas o'er, went into the shop on Wednosday, 
and took up a pipe, probably in a lark, 
wberenpou the Chinaman shut the door and 
looked it and called another Celestial to his 
assistance.
